Winter storm 
set to blanket 
Edmonton 


Warning. City braces 
for an expected 10-20 
centimetres of snow

Edmonton and the surround¬ 
ing areas prepped for another 
heavy hit of winter Sunday 
night, following a heavy snow¬ 
fall warning launched by En¬ 
vironment Canada. 

“Right now, we are not 
ruling out the possibility that 
there is going to be reduced 
visibility and blowing snow,” 
said Brad Power of Environ¬ 
ment Canada, noting that, as 
of Sunday, Edmonton was not 
under a blizzard warning. 

“We will call a blizzard 
once the visibility is reduced to 


less than half of a kilometre.” 

Power said he is expecting 
highways around the capital 
region will not be pretty. 

“The region just south of 
us, depending on how much 
snow comes down with the 40 
km/h winds, that could easily 
drop the visibility.” 

The total snow dump ex¬ 
pected over Sunday and Mon¬ 
day is 10-20 centimetres. 

While residents prepped 
for the chilly weather, Ed¬ 
monton’s director of roadway 
maintenance Bob Dunford said 
the city would be doing its best 
to be ready for the snowfall 
late Sunday afternoon. 

“We will be working,” he 
said. “But I caution eveiybody 
it will be winter driving condi¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Crews were still working on 
a neighbourhood blading cycle 
Sunday and had about 75 per 


cent of neighbourhoods com¬ 
plete. Dunford said that pro¬ 
gram had been going slower 
than usual. 

“We are currently in day six 
of what should be a five-day 
program,” he said. 

Dunford said they have en¬ 
countered more cars parked 
on residential streets than they 
normally experience, which, 
along with warmer temper¬ 
atures, slowed them down. 

Dunford said even with 
more snow expected, the city 
would not be stopping the resi¬ 
dential cycle. 

Power added that in the 
Edmonton region, areas north¬ 
east of the city would most 
likely get less snow compared 
to areas in the south. 

“It looks like the system 
will pull out of the area (Mon¬ 
day) evening,” he said.

Councillors dig 
into 2014 budget 

Edmonton city council¬ 
lors will start the heavy 
lifting on the 2014 budget 
process Monday, as what 
could be more than two 
weeks of meetings gets 
underway. 

Councillors said they are 
hoping to whittle away at 
the proposed 5.5 per cent 
tax increase, but weren’t 
wanting to raise expecta¬ 
tions too high that they 
would be able to offer big 
tax relief. 

“I am not ecstatic about 
the number, but I also real¬ 
ize that being new, making 
a lot of changes when a lot 
of the work for a budget 
begins in July, is going to 
be veiy challenging,” said 
Coun. Andrew Knack, who 
was elected in Ward 1. 

Veteran Coun. Amarjeet 
Sohi said he anticipates 
challenges reducing the 
increase, because much of 
it is locked up in staffing 
new projects and capital 
costs the city can’t walk 
away from. 

“I really don’t know 
how much flexibility there 
is to adjust the proposed 
increase,” he said. 

Knack said after pouring 
over his budget binder for 
the last month he wants to 
know more about why the 
city needs more staff. 

“I feel because such a 
large percentage of our 
costs is personnel, we need 
to have more detail,” he 
said. 

Sohi said in addition 
to what is already in the 
budget, he would like to 
find a way to get transit to 
communities that are cur¬ 
rently not served. 

“They pay taxes too so 
they should have the same 
kind of expectations to get 
services.”

Remand Centre. 

Situation ended 
peacefully; union still 
concerned about safety

After just over three and a 
half hours of negotiation, 
Edmonton Police were able 
to end a hostage situation at 
the Edmonton Remand Cen¬ 
tre on Sunday afternoon. 

EPS responded to the cor¬ 
rectional facility on the north 
end of the city shortly after 
12:30 p.m. when an inmate 


took his cellmate hostage. 

While no inmates, police 
or remand staff were hurt 
in the incident, AUPE vice- 
president Eres Raz said it 
is necessaiy for the govern¬ 
ment to complete a full de¬ 
briefing on the situation to 
determine how the situation 
was handled by staff and EPS. 

“My first reaction was, I 
am hoping none of my col¬ 
leagues were affected,” said 
Raz, who along with his pos¬ 
ition at AUPE, works as a cor¬ 
rectional peace officer at the 
centre. 

Raz noted that as a correc¬ 
tional peace officer, he is con¬ 
stantly faced with different 
dangers eveiy day on the job. 

“Anytime we go to work, 


we are always having to be 
conscious of our surround¬ 
ing, conscious of the people 
we are dealing with.” 

While the authorities 
could not confirm what type 
of weapon was used in the 
assault, Dan Laville, spokes¬ 
man for the solicitor general 
said police were able to sep¬ 
arate the two inmates shortly 
before 4 p.m. 

“The situation was re¬ 
solved peacefully,” Laville 
said. “The inmate who threat¬ 
ened to assault this cellmate 
gave himself up.” 

Along with a criminal in¬ 
vestigation by EPS, the solici¬ 
tor general will be launching 
its own review of the inci¬

Ready for court. GuZoo

Simmering tensions between 
owners of Alberta’s contro¬ 
versial GuZoo and an animal- 
rights activist appear bound 
for the courts. 

A summons obtained by

The free ride for Edmonton 
libraiy users should go on in 
2014, as the libraiy plans to 
continue waiving the fee for 
new libraiy cards. 

In its budget submission, 
which still needs council ap¬ 
proval, the libraiy is proposing 
to keep waiving the $12 fee, 
which was scrapped this year as 
part of the libraiy’s centennial 
celebrations. 


Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he supports the proposal to 
keep the program free. He said 
libraiy officials told him the 
free cards led to a 51 per cent 
increase in new registrations. 

The libraiy estimates they 
are forgoing about $683,000 in 
revenue out of their $52 million 
budget by waiving the fees. 

Knack said with registration 
fees being just a small part of 
the libraiy’s revenue, there is 
no need to end the centennial 
program. 

“It is such a minor drop in 
the overall budget to allow it to 
continue to be free,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said he 
believes it is worth considering 
waiving the fee only for those 
who need it, but he definitely 
doesn’t want to see it act as

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Canada criticized over policy on 
information obtained via torture 


A major alliance that promotes 
European security has criti¬ 
cized Canada for opening the 
door to the use of information 
that may have been extracted 
through torture. 

Newly disclosed briefing 
notes and correspondence 
show the Organization for 
Security and Co-operation in 
Europe wrote to Canada’s rep¬ 
resentative to the organization 


to express its concerns. 

Canada belongs to the 
57-member alliance, which 
bills itself as the world’s largest 
regional security organization, 
working for peace, democracy 
and stability for more than a 
billion people. 

The Canadian government 
responded to the Februaiy 
2012 letter with a staunch de¬ 
fence of its information-sharing 


policy as a principled response 
to terrorism and other security 
threats. 

The OSCE’s concerns came 
to fight through heavily cen¬ 
sored records released to The 
Canadian Press under the Ac¬ 
cess to Information Act. 

Though the organiza¬ 
tion’s letter to Canada’s then- 
ambassador to the OSCE is 
blacked out, a spokesman for 


the Vienna-based agency’s hu¬ 
man rights office spelled out its 
concerns. 

The OSCE quietly expressed 
its objections to Canada over 
revelations the government 
had directed Canada’s spy 
agency to use information 
that may have been gleaned 
through torture in cases where 
public safety is at risk.

Dozens injured in 
clashes with police. 

Around 300,000 take 
to Kyiv streets to 
demonstrate against 
president’s refusal 
to sign deal with EU 


A protest by about 300,000 
Ukrainians angered by their 
government’s decision to 
freeze integration with the 
West turned violent Sunday, 
when a group of demonstra¬ 
tors besieged the president’s 
office and police drove them 
back with truncheons, tear 
gas and flash grenades. Doz¬ 
ens of people were injured. 

The mass rally in central 
Kyiv defied a government ban 
on protests on Independence 
Square, in the biggest show 
of anger over President Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych’s refusal to 
sign a political and economic 
agreement with the European 
Union. 


While opposition leaders 
called for a nationwide strike 
and prolonged peaceful street 
protests to demand that the 
government resign, several 
thousand people broke away 
and marched to Yanukovych’s 
nearby office. 

A few hundred of them 
threw rocks and other ob¬ 
jects at police and attempted 
to break through police lines 
with a front loader. After sev¬ 
eral hours of clashes, riot po¬ 
lice used force to push them 
back. Dozens of people with 
what appeared to be head 
injuries were taken away by 
ambulance. 

Opposition leaders de¬ 
nounced the clashes as a pro¬ 
vocation aimed at discrediting 
the peaceful demonstration 
and charged that the people 
who incited the storming of 
the presidential office were 
government-hired thugs. 

Several opposition lead¬ 
ers walked over to Yanuko¬ 
vych’s office to urge protest¬ 
ers to return to Independence 
Square. Order appeared to

Speaking before the vast 
crowds on Independence 
Square from the roof of a bus, 
the opposition leaders de¬ 
manded that Yanukovych and 
his government resign. 

Chants of “revolution” re¬ 
sounded across a sea of yel¬ 
low and blue Ukrainian and 
EU flags on the square, where 
the government had pro¬ 
hibited rallies starting Sun¬ 
day. Thousands of protesters 


remained late into the even¬ 
ing and some were prepar¬ 
ing to spend the night on the 
square. 

The demonstration was by 
far the largest since the pro¬ 
tests began more than a week 
ago and it carried echoes 
of the 2004 Orange Revolu¬ 
tion, when tens of thousands 
came to the square nightly for 
weeks and set up a tent camp 
along the main street leading 
to the square. 

The opposition leaders 
urged Ukrainians from all 
over the countiy to join the 
protests in the capital. 

“Our future is being de¬ 
cided here in Kyiv,” Klitschlco 
said.

A Canadian naval engineer 
is accused of tiying to send 
classified information on Can¬ 
ada’s shipbuilding strategy 
and marine sovereignty to the 
Chinese government. 

Qing Quentin Huang, 53, 
from Waterdown, Ont., was 
arrested in nearby Burlington 
on Saturday, just two days 


after the RCMP say they be¬ 
came aware of the allegations 
against him. 

The RCMP said they learn¬ 
ed on Thursday that Huang 
was allegedly taking steps to 
pass on classified information 
to China relating to Canada’s 
national shipbuilding strategy. 

Huang is a Canadian citizen 
and an employee of Lloyd’s 
Register, a subcontractor to 
Irving Shipbuilding Inc., the 
RCMP said Sunday at a news 
conference to announce the 
arrest. 

“These are documents of 
a confidential and sensitive 
nature to the government of 
Canada that relate to their ves¬ 


sels that support our marine 
services in relation to sover¬ 
eignty here in Canada,” said 
RCMP Chief Supt. Jennifer 
Strachan. 

The national shipbuilding 
strategy includes patrol ships, 
frigates, naval auxiliaiy ves¬ 
sels, science research vessels 
and ice breakers, she said. 

Huang is charged under 
the Security of Information 
Act with two counts of at¬ 
tempting to communicate 
classified information to a for¬ 
eign entity. He is being held in 
custody pending a bail hear¬ 
ing Wednesday in Toronto, the 
RCMP said.

N.Y.C. train derailment kills at least 4 


A Metro-North passenger 
train derailed on a curved 
section of track in the 
Bronx on Sunday morning, 
killing four people and in¬ 
juring 63 as one car came 
to rest just inches from the 
water, authorities said. 

New York Governor An¬ 
drew Cuomo announced the 
deaths at a news conference 
at the site of the crash near 
the Spuyten Duyvil station. 
He said authorities believe 
everyone at the site had 
been accounted for and that 
investigators from the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 


Board were en route. 

Eleven people are be¬ 
lieved to be in critical con¬ 
dition, authorities said. The 
train operator was among 
the dozens injured, Cuomo 
said. 

Metropolitan Transpor¬ 
tation Authority spokes¬ 
woman Marjorie Anders 
said the big curve where the 
derailment occurred is in a 
slow speed area. The black 
box should be able to tell 
how fast the train was trav¬ 
elling, Anders said. 

The derailment of the 
southbound Hudson Line 


train was reported at about 
7:20 a.m., authorities said. 
Four or five cars on the sev¬ 
en-car train derailed about 
90 metres north of the 
station, the Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority 
said in a news release. But 
none of the cars entered 
the Hudson or Harlem riv¬ 
ers, which are adjacent, the 
MTA said. 

MTA chairman Thomas F. 
Prendergast said that speed 
was one of the factors au¬ 
thorities planned to inves¬ 
tigate.

When Miss Baker returned 
from space she became a 
media star, was given a bun¬ 
galow and was married off, 
twice, to male squirrel mon¬ 
keys — but she never fulfilled 
NASA’s hope that she’d repro¬ 
duce. 

How NASA and the media 
anthropomorphized a pair of 
female space monkeys — one 
as a male militaiy hero and 
the other as a housewife — 
in 1959 sheds light on how 
mythologizing astronauts 
can obscure real military and 
political goals for space ex¬ 
ploration, according to a York 
University researcher. 

In 1959, Baker, a squirrel 
monkey, and Able, a rhesus 
monkey, blasted off into out¬ 
er space, survived and were 
recovered from the ocean by 
the American navy. 

Jordan Bimm’s paper 
argues the primates, which 
were originally seen as tools

and chosen for their physio¬ 
logical similarities to hu¬ 
mans, were imbued with hu¬ 
man traits upon their return, 
revealing more about us hu¬ 
mans than the monkeys. 

“They were on the cover of 
Life Magazine in front of an 
American flag and presented 
as these pilot hero figures,” 
he said. 

But four days later, Able 
died during a medical proced¬ 
ure and her body was stuffed 
and put on display at the 
Smithsonian.

masculine Cold War era, 
Bimm said. 

“Able died during militaiy 
service, in a militaiy hospital 
in connection with a rocket 
flight. To make that make 
sense to the American public 
circa 1959 they sort of warped 
her into a male,” Bimm said. 

Baker, however, survived 
for a long time afterwards 
and Dr. Dietrich Beischer of 
the Navy’s Aviation Medical 
School at Pensacola was pri¬ 
marily responsible for casting 
Miss Baker as a housewife. 

“He also gave her a habi¬ 
tat, which he called a bunga¬ 
low...” said Bimm.

HR knows if you’ve been bad or good at party 



’Tis the season of the office 
holiday party, a time when 
the combination of awkward 
mingling with co-workers 
plus alcohol creates a social 
minefield. 

But, experts say, one faux 
pas can easily turn bad behav¬ 
iour into a legal mess for em¬ 
ployers and employees. 

When the booze flows 
freely so can trouble. 

Court records are filled 
with examples of people sex¬ 
ually harassing co-workers 
and making inappropriate or 
racist comments at parties. Al¬ 
cohol is often involved. 

Aside from excessive 
drinking, the most common 
problem scenario that likely 
arises from office holiday par¬ 
ties is sexual harassment, says 
employment lawyer Daniel 
Iny, though he concedes the 
two are not mutually exclu¬ 


sive. 

Employees are still bound 
by workplace policies, even at 
after-hours parties, Iny points 
out. 

“I don’t think a holiday 
party gives an employee carte 


blanche to do or say things 
that would never be tolerated 
in the workplace, nor does it 
give an employer the same 
right,” says Iny. 

“An employee can be disci¬ 
plined in my view for conduct

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TAKE AN ENJOYABLE WALK ON JASPER 


There’s a lot to be said for wandering aim¬ 
lessly. That’s how you get a better idea of the 
city you live in. 

Most of the time we are in far too big a 
hurry to actually notice what is going on 
around us. 

Most of what we see on our way to work or 
our return home is given only a cursory 
glance. And an hour at lunch doesn’t leave 
much time for observation and reflection. 

That’s why I decided to take a stroll 
through the downtown to see what I have 
been overlooking. And there actually were 
things to see that I hadn’t noticed before. 

One of the interesting things I noticed 
was what the city has done with the side¬ 
walks on Jasper Avenue. Parts of the curbing have been re¬ 
placed with granite blocks. 

I am not talking about granite veneer, but actual blocks. 
Using granite must have been expensive, but I suspect the 
granite will last much longer than the concrete around it. 
I’m all for that. 


I didn’t think that granite could make me 
glad, but somehow it did. 

But I found the sidewalk treatment on 
Jasper Avenue even more interesting. First, 
there is much more space. 

Good idea. 

Even better was an indication that the 
city might be able to break its paving stone 
addiction. You know what I’m talking about. 
The squiggly shaped things that are used in 
intersections and the sidewalks outside Ed¬ 
monton Centre. Those ones. 

On parts of the sidewalks along Jasper, 
sections of the sidewalks are covered in rub¬ 
ber tiles made from the crumb from re¬ 
cycled tires. 

One can only hope they were made in Canada. 

These rubber tiles are really interesting. They are rela¬ 
tively easy to lay down over concrete and can be kept in 
place with industrial adhesive.

So someone was certainly thinking outside the box 
when it came to the Jasper Avenue redesign. And I noticed.

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Teen idol turned action star’s 
sudden death shocks Hollywood

To the world, Paul Walker 
was best known for his bright 
blue eyes and blonde hair. His 
squeaky-clean all-American 
good looks made him more 
than just memorable in his 
breakout role as Skip Martin in 
1998’s Pleasantville. 

In 1999, he continued to 
woo the young contingent of 
filmgoers with roles in classic 
‘90s teen movies like Varsity 
Blues and She’s All That. And 
over the last decade, his name 
had become synonymous with 
the Fast and Furious franchise. 

Sadly, the 40-year-old actor’s 
life was cut short on Satur¬ 
day afternoon in Los Angeles, 
where he died in a car crash. 

At the time, he was at¬ 
tending a fundraiser in the 
community of Valencia to 
benefit the victims of Typhoon 
Haiyan. 

“It is with a truly heavy 
heart that we must confirm 
that Paul Walker passed away 
today in a tragic car accident 
while attending a charity event 
for his organization Reach Out 
Worldwide,” a statement on his 
Faceboolc page read. 

“He was a passenger in a 
friend’s car, in which both lost 
their fives.” 

Walker’s fame rose with a 
string of hits in the late 1990s, 
before he took his place along¬ 


side Vin Diesel as the lead in 
the Fast and Furious franchise 
in 2001. 

The seventh instalment 
of the franchise had begun 
shooting in September, with 
a planned release date of July 
2014. 

Walker’s friend and busi¬ 
ness partner, Roger Rodas, 
also died in the crash. Rodas 
was driving a red Porsche and 
reports say the car was travel¬ 
ling at high speeds when it hit a 
tree, slammed into a streetlight 
and then burst into flames. 


Rodas’ high end auto shop, 
Always Evolving, was hosting 
the charity event. 

According to Radar Online, 
the crash happened so close to 
the fundraiser that attendees 
could hear the impact. Tragic¬ 
ally, one of the witnesses who 
rushed to the scene to help was 
reportedly Rodas’ eight-year-old 
son. 

“I ran over afterwards, I 
was tiying to find Roger’s 
son,” eyewitness Jim Torp told 
the New York Daily News. “I 
found out his son had jumped 


the fence and gone over, he 
was tiying to get his dad out. 
Paul Walker’s best friend was 
tiying to get Paul out of the 
car while it was still on fire 
... he was tiying to save his 
friend ... there was nothing 
he could do.” 

Walker’s Fast and Furious 
co-star Diesel on the weekend 
posted on Instagram: “Brother 
I will miss you veiy much. I am 
absolutely speechless. Heaven 
has gained a new Angel. Rest in 
Peace.” 

Walker is survived by his 


15-year-old daughter, Meadow, 
who had recently moved to Los 
Angeles to live with him after 
living with her mother in Ha¬ 
waii.

The Fast and The Furious 
(2001): The one that started 
it all, featuring Walker as 
an undercover cop who gets 
caught up in the underground 
street-racing racket he’s inves¬ 
tigating. 

Fast Five (2011): The street¬ 
racing franchise’s revitalization 
has been one of Hollywood’s 
more impressive recent success 
stories, with the fourth, fifth 
and sixth films earning acclaim 
and huge numbers at the box 
office.

She’s All That (1999): This 
“Pygmalion set in high school” 
romantic comedy is perfect 
specimen of ’90s teen culture. 
Walker goads Freddie Prinze Jr. 
into seducing frumpy art stu¬ 
dent Rachael Leigh Cook and 
turning her into a prom queen. 

Pleasantville (1998): Walker’s 
good looks served him well as 
an innocent 1950s teen who 
has his eyes opened by Reese 
Witherspoon’s more liberated 
modern-day girl. 

Into the Blue (2005): A true 
guilty pleasure. Walker and 
Jessica Alba star as salvage div¬ 
ers caught up in a fight over a 
sunken cocaine shipment and 
spend most of the film in bath¬ 
ing suits.

Alexa Davalos has handled her 
share of rough-and-tumble ac¬ 
tion in movies including The 
Chronicles of Riddick, The 
Mist and Clash of the Titans. 

But in TNT’s new series 
Mob City, the actress takes on 
the sophisticated nuances of 
film noir, in which come-hith- 
er glances and snappy patter 
are as key as the gunfire. 

Davalos plays Jasmine Fon¬ 
taine, a woman tiying to keep 
her footing in a post-Second 
World War Los Angeles that’s 
the dangerous turf of mob¬ 
sters including Ben “Bugsy” 
Siegel (Ed Burns) and Mickey 
Cohen (Jeremy Luke), and 


the police waging war against 
them. 

The drama series from 
writer/director Frank Dara- 
bont (The Walking Dead, The 
Shawshanlc Redemption), 
which debuts Dec. 4 for a 
three-week run, enthralled 
Davalos from the moment she 
read the first script. 

It’s evocative of such clas¬ 
sic noir films as The Big Sleep 
and Double Indemnity, and so 
is the Paris-born Davalos’ per¬ 
formance, which recalls sultry, 
tough-dame turns by Lauren 
Bacall and Barbara Stanwyck. 
The 31-year-old actress dis¬ 
cussed the genre and her char¬ 
acter in a recent interview. 

Did you have a passion for 
the noir genre before doing 
the series? 

My grandfather is an actor (Ri¬ 
chard Davalos, East of Eden), 
so I grew up watching all the 
films from that time period. 
I’ve always felt like I was bom 
in the wrong era. 


How would you describe 
your character, Jasmine? 

She’s a woman of that specific 
generation and all that entails. 
During the war, we know 
that women took on a lot of 
men’s roles, and when the 


war ended and men came 
back, women were sent into 
a different space. I feel like 
Jasmine held on to that taste 
of individuality that she had. 

The period costumes are 


beautiful. Were they fun to 
wear? 

I miss it. I miss the garters, 

I miss the stockings, I miss 
eveiy little element. I was 
given the choice, do you want 
to wear pantyhose, and I said 
no, no, no. I want to do the 
whole thing, top to bottom, 
the seamed stockings and all. 
Our costume designer, Gigi 
(Giovanna Ottobre-Melton), is 
an out-of-control wonder, and 
she tailor-made things for me, 
cut patterns from the 1940s 
and did it herself. 

What other projects have you 
done recently? 

I did a little film called Nina, 
a small role. I played a French 
girl who was a nurse to Nina 
Simone.

“Quota” and “commission” 
can be two scaiy words if 
you’re new to the retail 
world, but they don’t have to 
stay that way! 

Sales quotas and commis¬ 
sioned sales are just two ways 
you can maximize the experi¬ 
ence you have at a retail job 
and get rewarded for your 
hard work. 

First things first, let’s get 
some terminology out of the 
way. 

A sales quota is the min¬ 
imum sales goal for a set 
amount of time. Your sales 
quota could be either a mon¬ 
etary goal (i.e. “By the end of 
this week, we’d like you to 
make $500 worth of sales.”) 
or a product goal (i.e. “By the 
end of this week, we’d like 
you to have sold two coffee 
machines, 25 boxes of filters 
and three thermal mugs.”).

Mudd College in Claremont, 
CA. 

Essentially, students are 
unaware of the support, both 
financial and otherwise, avail¬ 
able to them. “College counsel¬ 
ing can help students under¬ 
stand that colleges with a high 
price tag often have greater re¬ 
sources for aid,” says Briggs. “In 
this process, access to informa¬ 
tion is everything.” 

Ann Marano is the director 
of the College Bound Initiative 
program at the Texas-based 
Foundation for the Education 
of Young Women. She knows 
the value of empowering po¬ 
tential students with greater 
knowledge about the applica¬ 
tion process. “Students may not 
understand the ‘language’ of 
it all — how to start a college 
search, the college application 
process and that financial as¬ 
sistance is available,” Marano 
says.

Little appetite 
for NFL team 
in Canada, 
pollfinds 

An overwhelming majority 
of Canadians don’t want 
an NFL team in Canada if 
it means the demise of the 
CFL, a survey suggests. 

Forty per cent of 1,007 
online participants said 
they didn’t want an NFL 
team in Canada at all 
while another 41 per cent 
added they’d welcome an 
NFL franchise in this coun- 
tiy only if it co-existed 
with the CFL.

Jacobs stuns 
Winnipeg’s top 
rink to open trials 

Ontario’s Brad Jacobs upset 
hometown favourite Jeff 
Stoughton 7-4 on Sunday’s 
opening day of the Canadian 
Curling Trials. 

Stoughton wasn’t the only 
veteran to fall in the first 
draw of the eight-team men’s 
field. 

Ontario’s Glenn Howard 
and his team from Penetan- 
guishene, Ont., lost 8-6 to 
John Morris of Vernon, B.C. 


Reigning Olympic cham¬ 
pion Kevin Martin had a duel 
against Winnipeg’s Mike Mc- 
Ewen, but the Edmonton skip 
finished with a 5-3 victoiy. 

Toronto’s John Epping was 
also victorious when he got 
by Calgaiy’s Kevin Koe 9-8. 

Jacobs and his foursome 
from Sault Ste. Marie led 
from the beginning and 
widened the gap 4-1 after a 
double takeout in the fifth 
end scored two. 

Even though the two- 
time world and three-time 
Brier champion Stoughton 
is beloved by local fans, the 
knowledgeable crowd of 
10,214 at MTS Centre cheered 


in appreciation of Jacobs’ 
tough shot. 

Stoughton bounced back 
with a pair in the sixth end 
to make it 4-3, but Jacobs 
stretched the lead to 6-3 with 
a draw that gave him a pair in 
the eighth. 

Stoughton added one with 
the hammer in the ninth to 
make it 6-4. 

Jacobs, 28, was a runner- 
up at this year’s world cham¬ 
pionships. 

Stoughton, 50, is playing 
in his fifth Trials and has said 
this is his last crack at tiying 
to earn an elusive berth to an 
Olympic Games.
